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THE  MAYFLOWER 

AND  GENEALOGY  OF  ELDER  WM.  BREWSTER  /• 


The  “Speedwell”  ship  was  prepared  for  sailing.  It  was 
found  unsafe  for  a  long  journey.  The  passengers  were  trans¬ 
ferred  to  the  ship  “Mayflower”.  They  started  sailing  Sept. 

16,  1620,  with  one -hundred  and  two  persons  on  board.  Elder 
Wm.  Brewster,  his  wife,  Mary  and  their  two  sons.  Love,  age 
seven  years,  and  Wrestling,  possibly  three  years,  were 
passengers  on  the  “Speedwell”  and  the  “Mayflower”.  Wm. 
Brewster  was  the  Ranking  Officer  of  the  Leyden,  Holland 
Brethren,  until  they  reached  South  Hampton,  England,  where 
the  respective  ship’s  “governors”  were  chosen.  William 
Brewster  was  the  presiding  Elder  of  the  group. 

Wm.  Brewster  in  early  life  was  full  of  interest  and  ac¬ 
tivity.  His  life  in  Holland  and  America  was  equally  interest¬ 
ing.  Wm.  Bradford  wrote  a  very  interesting  sketch  of  his 
close  friendship  with  Wm.  Brewster.  William  matriculated 
at  Cambridge,  England  in  1580;  was  assistant  to  Wm.  Davi¬ 
son,  the  Sec.  of  State  to  Queen  Elizabeth.  He  was  a  writer 
and  a  printer  in  England.  In  1619,  James  I,  was  the  King  of 
England.  Mrs.  Mary  Brewster,  wife  of  Wm.  Brewster, 
seemed  to  be  “mother”  to  this  small  colony.  (Daughter  of 
Wm.  Hardy,  Esq.,  England?) 

Elder  Wm.  Brewster  was  the  fourth  signer  of  the  May¬ 
flower  Compact;  a  ruling  elder  of  the  church  1620  to  April 
10,  1644.  He  was  a  deputy  1636,  a  chaplain  for  a  military 
company. 

Mary,  his  wife,  was  born  1569  and  died  April  17,  1627. 
Their  sons,  Jonathan  and  Love  were  administrators  of  his 
estate,  June  5,  1644.  Wrestling,  the  youngest  son,  had  died 
previous  to  his  father’s  death. 

It  is  thought  that  Wm.  Brewster  had  been  a  printer  at 
Leyden,  Holland  for  several  years.  He  also  had  lived  at 
times  at  Amsterdam,  Holland. 

The  Plymouth  colony  settled  on  the  rocky  shores  of  Cape 
Cod,  Massachusetts.  Wm.  Bradford  spoke  of  the  group  as 
“Pilgrims  in  a  strange  land”.  The  first  colony  of  any  im¬ 
portance  settled  at  Jamestown,  Virginia,  1607.  There  were 
other  groups,  but  they  did  not  stay  together.  The  second 
group  was  the  Plymouth  colony,  naming  it  after  their  own 
home  in  Plymouth,  England.  Small  groups  of  people  want¬ 
ed  to  separate  the  church  from  the  State  of  England.  These 
groups  were  called  Separatists  and  later  Congregationalists; 
these  groups  combined,  forming  the  Congregational  Church. 
Many  other  groups  came  over  from  their  mother  countries 
for  religious  freedom,  and  to  live  in  a  new  country  of  their 
choosing;  to  enjoy  life,  liberty  and  justice. 

Wm.  Brewster  was  not  a  popular  man  in  England  because 
of  his  religious  ideas.  Robert  Browne  started  this  Separa- 
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tist  religious  movement  but  did  not  come  to  America,  also 
a  Mr.  Robinson  was  a  man  favoring  this  movement. 

The  following  pages  show  the  lineal  descent  of  Brewster, 
Prence,  Freeman,  Jennings,  Van  Dyke,  Ross,  Scheib,  Redman 
Scneder  and  Holdeman  families.

and  honor  to  our  king  and  country,  a  voyage  to  plant  the  first 
colony  in  the  Northern  parts  of  Virginia,  do  by  these  present 
solemnly  and  mutually  in  the  presence  of  God,  and  one  of  an¬ 
other,  covenant  and  combine  ourselves  together  into  a  civil 
body  politic,  for  our  better  ordering  &  preservation  &  fur¬ 
therance  of  the  ends  aforesaid;  and  by  virtue  hereof  to  enact, 
constitute,  and  frame  such  just  &  equal  laws,  ordinances. 
Acts,  constitutions,  &  offices  from  time  to  time,  as  shall  be 
Thought  most  meet  &  convenient  for  the  general  good  of  the 
Colony,  unto  which  we  promise  all  due  submission  and  obed¬ 
ience.  In  witness  whereof  we  have  hereunder  subscribed 
our  names  at  Cape  Cod  the  11.  of  November,  in  the  year  of 
the  reign  of  our  soverien  Lord,  King  James,  of  England, 
France,  &  Ireland  the  eighteenth,  and  Scotland  the  fifty- 
fourth,  Ano:  Dom.  1620.

The  following  information  Is  from  History  of  Brown  County, 
Ohio,  Beers  1883,  p.  379  -  Pleasant  Township,  In  the  Toledo  Public 
Library: 


Israel  Jennings  brought  his  wife,  Charity,  and  family  of 
twelve  children  to  Brown  County  froa  Bardstown,  Nelson  Co.,  Ky.,  In 
1802  or  1803.  His  father's  family  was  farming  on  Long  Island  during 
the  Revolutionary  war,  and,  when  the  British  took  possession,  was 
given  the  alternative  of  swearing  allegiance  to  the  King  or  ioslng 
the  property.  Preferring  the  latter,  the  family  moved  to  Chatham, 
N.H.,  and,  subsequently,  Israel  came  West.  He  lived  a  year  in  Dnion 
Township,  then  purchased  200  acres  off  the  north  part  of  the  Rhea 
Survey,  about  two  miles  east  of  Georgetown,  and  moved  to  it.  No 
clearing  had  been  made  on  the  place,  but  the  deserted  cabin  of  some 
previous  squatter  was  found,  and  Mr.  Jennings  made  it  his  habitation 
for  eighteen  months,  when  he  built  himself  a  substantial  log  cabin. 
He  had  been  a  house  carpenter,  but  devoted  himself  here  exclusively 
to  fan  pursuits,  and  died  at  the  home  place  at  a  good  old  age. 
William  Jennings,  the  youngest  child ,  still  livea  on  the  alts  of  the 
old  cabin,  at  the  advanced  age  of  eighty- two  years. 

On  page  384  Israel  Jennings  ia  listed  as  a  member  of  the 
Hllman's  church,  one  of  the  oldest  Methodist  churches  in  the  oounty. 
T'.«e  church  was  located  three  miles  southeast  from  Georgetown.

1803  joined  the 
M.E.  Church.  Later  he  moved  to  Ky.  on  the  Ohio  River  near 
Yellow  Banks. 

Samuel  Bellamy  returned  to  Tenn.  and  was  licensed  to 
preach  1809  -  1810  he  was  employed  by  the  Elder  to  travel 
the  Red  River  Circuit. 

In  1810  he  joined  the  Ky.  Conference  with  Joseph  Folks 
and  was  appointed  to  Elk  and  Duck  River  Circuit.  300  mem¬ 
bers  were  added  to  that  church  in  1810.  He  was  in  Red  River 
circuit  until  1816  when  he  moved  to  Switzerland  Co.,  Indiana. 
At  a  conference  in  Madison,  Indiana,  1838  he  was  ordained 
deacon  by  Bishop  Roberts.  1846  ordained  as  Elder  by  Bishop 
Morris.  Buried  in  cemetery  of  his  own  choosing.  Died  July  6, 
1855.  Grandfather  of  Margaret  Ann  (Bellamy)  Van  Dyke. 
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Her  father  was  James  Quinn  Bellamy.  See  Appendix,  (p.  73) 

John  Hill  Bellamy,  an  Uncle  of  Margaret’s  officiated  at 
the  marriage.  He  was  a  minister  and  great  temperance  lec¬ 
turer,  a  brother  of  James  Quinn  Bellamy.  (Knoxville,  Iowa) 

The  Van  Dyke  home  was  built  in  1856.  The  Concord 
church  in  1862.  The  home  was  built  of  red  brick  and  is  lo¬ 
cated  just  north  of  the  Concord  church,  and  in  excellent  re¬ 
pair.  Thomas  Jefferson  Van  Dyke  served  as  a  private  in  the 
Civil  War.  He  was  promoted  to  Third  Corporal  April  13,  1863, 
The  following  was  taken  from  “The  History  of  Marion 
County,  Iowa“,  published  1881. 

“Company  A  Thirty-Third  Iowa  Infantry  was  organized 
by  General  Samuel  A.  Rice  on  Sept.  9,  1862.  C.  B.  Boystaton 
was  captain.  Mustered  October  1,  1862  with  980  men.  They 
were  sent  to  Columbus,  Kentucky,  arriving  December  24, 

1862.  They  started  to  build  earthworks.  The  men  were 
without  shelter,  sleeping  on  the  bare  ground  in  mud  and  rain. 

On  January  8,  1863  they  made  an  expedition  to  Helene, 
Arkansas.  Company  A,  33rd  Infantry,  entered  Camden,  Ark¬ 
ansas  where  for  five  days  they  were  without  rations.  Men 
subsisted  on  four  ears  of  corn  per  day.  This  corn  was 
ground  in  hand  mills  and  made  into  cakes.  On  May  3,  1863, 
they  entered  Little  Rock,  Arkansas. 

Thomas  Jefferson  Van  Dyke  was  buried  in  National  Cem¬ 
etery,  Memphis,  Tenn.  He  died  on  Sept.  2,  1863  of  amoebic 
dysentery.  Buried  in  Sec.  A,  Grave  No.  2132).  His  twin 
brother,  John  Harmon  Van  Dyke  died  two  years  later,  cause 
of  death  unknown.” 

After  the  war,  the  widows  of  Thomas  Jefferson  Van  Dyke 
and  of  John  Harmon  Van  Dyke  lived  on  Montgomery  Street  in 
Knoxville,  Iowa. 

Thomas  Jefferson’s  widow,  Margaret,  was  left  with  a 
son,  LeRoy  C.  Van  Dyke.  John  Harmon  Van  Dyke’s  widow, 
Christina,  was  left  with  one  son,  Ulysses.  Christina  took 
care  of  the  two  little  boys  while  Margaret  was  nursing  for  a 
living  for  all  four.  Christina  and  Margaret  were  sisters. 

Their  maiden  name  was  Bellamy.  In  the  1870  census,  Knox¬ 
ville  Township,  Knoxville,  Iowa,  Christina  and  Margaret  were 
listed  as  seamstresses.

LeRoy  owned  a  hardware  store  and  a  farm  at  Frank¬ 
fort,  Marshall  Co.,  Kansas  in  1885.  A  depression  came, 
corn  was  selling  at  four  cents  per  bushel  and  other  farm 
products  in  equal  ratio.  LeRoy,  with  his  wife  and  three 
small  children,  moved  to  Boone,  Iowa,  in  the  fall  of  1890. 
LeRoy  later  moved  to  Ames,  Iowa.  In  1895,  he  put  in  one  of 
the  first  central  heating  plants  in  Iowa  State  College  at  Ames, 
Iowa.  Another  unit  was  built  at  Emmitsburg,  Iowa.  Both 
were  successful  undertakings,  but  many  doubted  its  success 
at  first. 

At  the  death  of  LeRoy  Van  Dyke,  Carrie  Ann  was  left 
with  six  children.

From  1912  to  1919  he  was  head  of  the  Agricultural  and 
Botany  Departments  and  assisted  in  Comparative  Anatomy 
Laboratory  at  State  Manual  Training  Normal  School,  later 
called  Kansas  State  College  of  Pittsburg. 

From  1919  to  1927  he  was  Professor  and  Director  of  the 
Agricultural  Department  at  Notre  Dame  University.  In  1920 
Prof.  Scheib  made  a  soil  survey  of  land,  owned  by  the  Louis¬ 
ville  and  Nashville  railroad  in  Alabama,  preparatory  for  the 
sale  of  land.  Much  of  the  land  had  been  cut  over  and  trees 
used  for  lumber. 

Prof.  Scheib  lectured  on  Agricultural  and  Scientific  sub¬ 
jects  in  several  states.  In  1927  he  decided  to  leave  the 
teaching  profession  and  devote  his  time  to  Insurance  Under¬ 
writing  and  Advisor  for  Mutual  Life  of  New  York.  He  was 
successful  in  all  his  undertakings. 

PROF.  SCHEIB  LEAVES  NORMAL* 

Notre  Dame  Gets  the  Head  of  Department  of  Agriculture 

“Prof.  B.  W.  Scheib,  for  seven  years  head  of  the  agricul¬ 
tural  work  in  the  Normal,  has  resigned  to  become  head  of 
the  department  of  agriculture  in  Notre  Dame  University, 

South  Bend,  Indiana,  a  school  of  national  reputation.  Notre 
Dame  has  3,000  acres  of  its  own  land  under  cultivation  so 
there  is  ample  opportunity  for  agricultural  work  on  a  large 
scale.  The  new  position  carries  with  it  a  salary  much  larg- 
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er  than  the  old  one,  which  is  the  chief  reason  for  Professor 
Scheib  making  the  change  as  he  has  enjoyed  his  work  and 
associations  at  the  Normal,  he  says. 

“Both  in  his  immediate  classroom  work  and  in  extension 
and  community  work  Professor  Scheib  has  been  one  of  the 
valuable  members  of  the  Normal  faculty.  He  has  actively 
cooperated  with  the  farmers  of  the  district  in  every  way 
possible.  He  has  also  assisted  materially  in  civic  beautifi¬ 
cation  in  Pittsburg,  Girard  and  other  towns  in  the  district. 

“Weil  informed  and  progressive.  Professor  Scheib  has 
the  faculty  of  presenting  information  in  a  striking  and  inter¬ 
esting  manner  and  some  of  the  suggestions  he  has  made  in 
regard  to  farming  and  allied  topics  have  been  widely  copied 
by  newspapers  of  this  region  and  have  given  the  Normal  val¬ 
uable  publicity. 

“Professor  Scheib  is  preparing  to  move  to  South  Bend 
immediately.”

Brother  Will 
passed  away  last  Nov.  2,  1939.  Brother  Frank  will  be  93  the 
nineteenth  of  August,  his  general  health  is  pretty  good. 

We  are  both  feeling  the  weight  of  years  but  able  to  get 
around,  he  comes  to  see  me  about  once  a  month.  He  lives  30 
miles  away,  he  is  quite  lame  now,  has  trouble  with  one  knee 
has  to  walk  with  a  cane  lately.  It  was  hurt  years  ago  and 
rheumatism  bothers  him  but  his  general  health  is  good. 

There  is  only  two  of  us  living  now,  there  were  eight  child¬ 
ren  of  us  4  boys  and  4  girls,  all  lived  to  be  grown.  I  have 
been  able  to  make  my  own  bed,  take  care  of  my  own  bath  and 
dress  myself,  go  to  church  and  other  places.  I  don’t  walk  very 
far  at  a  time,  but  I  enjoy  life  and  lots  of  dear  ones  come  to 
see.  Life  has  been  good  to  me.  I  can  say  nothing  but  good¬ 
ness  and  mercy  has  followed  me  all  the  days  of  my  life  and 
I  shall  dwell  in  the  house  of  the  Lord  ail  the  days  of  my  life 
and  forever.

In  1853  twenty-seven  families  from  Washington  Court 
House,  Fayette  Co.,  Ohio,  southwestern  Ohio  and  southern 
Indiana  migrated  to  Knoxville,  Marion  County,  Iowa.  Among 
the  families  were  the  Bellamy,  Van  Dyke,  Wolf,  Bonebrake, 
Snyder,  Cloes  and  many  other  families.  They  came  west  in 
Prairie  Schooners  or  covered  wagons .  Census  records  said 
Van  Dykes  were  there  in  1852. 

The  family  homestead  of  the  Bellamy’s  was  built  one- 
half  mile  south  of  the  Concord  Church. 

The  Van  Dyke’s  home  in  Concord  district  is  just  north 
of  the  church  and  was  built  about  1855. 

The  Concord  Methodist  church  is  four  miles  south  of 
Knoxville,  Iowa  and  the  cemetery  is  one -half  mile  north  of 
the  church. 

Peter  Snyder  owned  a  brick  kiln  and  all  the  families  had 
their  red  bricks  fired  at  this  kiln.  This  kiln  still  belongs  in 
the  Bellamy  family  and  is  owned  by  a  granddaughter,  Mrs. 
Emerine  Bybee  and  her  family. 

The  Van  Dyke  home  is  still  occupied  as  a  home.  The 
fireplace  in  the  kitchen  has  been  replaced  by  an  electric 
stove.  The  fireplaces  in  the  living  rooms  are  of  unusual 
beauty,  both  in  design  and  structure. 

Bertha  Van  Dyke  Scheib  and  Rachel,  wife  of  T.  Edwin 
Van  Dyke,  attended  services  at  the  Concord  Church.  Services 
are  still  being  held  in  this  church,  supplied  at  times  with 
student  pastors.  The  pews  are  made  of  black  walnut,  hand 
carved  and  hand  polished,  using  an  adze  (for  cutting  and 
dressing  lumber). 

Note:  David  Van  Dyke  with  his  sons  helped  the  neighbors 
in  the  building  of  the  Concord  Methodist  Church,  on  the 
corner  of  the  Snyder  Farm,  adjoining  the  Van  Dyke  farm.

4  BROWN  COUNTY  HISTORY 

Green  Twp.,  Brown  Co.,  Ohio 
by  W.  C.  Beers  and  Company,  Chicago  1883 

Thomas  Ross,  about  the  year  1817,  settled  on  the  prem¬ 
ises  formerly  occupied  by  Benjamin  Frazier.  Mr.  Ross 
cleared  considerable  land,  which  he  improved  and  erected 
good  buildings.  (Cemetery  stone  says  “Thomas  Ross  d. 

Sept.  10,  1848”.) 

About  the  year  1824,  the  first  township  was  effected  at 
Benton  by  the  Methodists  of  the  neighborhood,  (Benton  was 
not  far  from  Mt.  Oreb,Ohio).  Among  the  neighbors  were 
David  Van  Dyke  and  Thomas  Ross.  Thomas  was  a  school 
teacher.  He  and  Deborah  (Jennings)  Ross  were  active  in 
church  and  S.  S.  activities.  The  first  S.  S.  was  organized 
in  1843.  Among  those  prominent  in  the  organization  were 
John  Ross  and  Thomas  G.  Ross.  Among  the  scholars  were 
Margaret  Ross,  Sarah  Ross,  Isaac  and  Deborah  Ross. 

EARLY  SETTLERS  OF  BROWN  CO.,  OHIO 

The  Atlas  of  Brown  County,  Ohio  published  in  1875  stated 
that  among  the  early  settlers  of  Green  Twp.  were  Thomas 
Ross  and  David  Vandike.  They  organized  an  M.  E.  Church 
about  the  year  1824  at  Benton,  which  is  located  between  Mt. 
Oreb  and  Greenbush,  Brown  Co.,  Ohio.  The  first  school  was 
taught  by  Thomas  Ross  near  Benton.  The  town  and  M.  E. 
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Church  has  long  past  disappeared.  The  grave  yard  was 
found  November  1,  1957,  abandoned  on  the  Alice  Hughes 
farm,  where  Benton  was  once,  a  small  town.  Many  members 
of  the  church  were  buried  there,  but  many  stones  were  brok¬ 
en  and  failing  over,  so  that  it  was  difficult  to  find  legible  in¬ 
scriptions.

P.  380  Samuel  Ross  settled  later  than  the  Israel  Jennings 
family  of  1802  or  1803.  John  T.  Parker,  John  Liggett,  the 
McKee’s  and  many  more  families,  migrating  from  Penn,  and 
Virginia. 

P.  381  There  were  tv/o  cemeteries,  the  Straight  Creek 
Presbyterian  Church,  where  many  old  pioneers  are  buried. 
The  other  cemetery,  adjacent  to  it  is  the  Hilman  cemetery. 

P.  383  About  three  miles  southeast  from  Georgetown  and 
in  the  northeastern  part  of  J.  Tibbs’  Survey,  stands  the  Hit¬ 
man  Church.  This  has  been  one  of  the  oldest  Methodist 
preaching  places  in  the  country.

He  was  a  military  man,  as  he 
willed  “all  my  military  arms”  to  his  three  sons  John,  Lieut. 
Wm.  and  Samuel.

By  Edith 
Arrowhead  Chapter, 

Our  universal  custom  of  saluting 
the  Flag  owes  much  to  a  humble  and 
unknown  school  teacher  of  Califor¬ 
nia.  Miss  Mary  Fackler  was  one  link 
in  the  chain  of  events  that  has  re¬ 
sulted  in  our  American  custom  of 
pledging  allegiance  on  all  patriotic 
occasions.

Redlands,  Calif. 

The  idea  of  the  Salute  of  the  Flag 
was  started  as  part  of  the  celebration 
of  Columbus  Day  in  Boston  in  1892, 
the  400th  anniversary  of  the  discov¬ 
ery  of  America.  A  man  named  Fran¬ 
cis  Bellamy,  who  was  on  the  commit¬ 
tee  of  arrangements  for  the  celebra¬ 
tion,  originated  the  salute  and  used  it 


80 


as  part  of  the  Columbus  Day  cele¬ 
bration.  Someone  sent  a  program  of 
the  affair,  which  included  the  Salute, 
to  Miss  Mary  Fackler,  a  teacher  of 
the  primary  grades  in  Redlands, 
Calif.  She  was  deeply  impressed  with 
the  significance  of  the  salute  and 
taught  it  to  her  pupils.  She  used  it 
as  an  incentive  to  good  behavior, 
having  the  children  give  the  Salute 
at  the  end  of  a  day  when  no  one  had 
been  absent  or  tardy;  and  a  child  who 
had  done  especially  well  in  his  work 
was  allowed  to  hold  the  Flag. 

Among  the  pupils  in  the  school 
were  the  three  children  of  Lt.  Col. 
H.  W.  Lawton.  General  Lawton  had 
received  the  Congressional  Medal  of 
Honor  for  bravery  in  the  Civil  War 
and  was  distinguished  also  for  his 
capture  of  the  Apache  chief,  Geron- 
imo.  Later  he  was  killed  in  the  Phil¬ 
ippines  during  the  Spanish-American 
War.  However,  during  the  1890’s  he 
and  his  family  lived  in  Redlands.  On 


one  occasion  their  friend,  Gen.  Jo¬ 
seph  C.  Breckenridge,  was  with  them 
in  Redlands,  and  Mrs.  Lawton  took 
him  to  visit  the  children’s  school. 
General  Breckenridge  was  much  im¬ 
pressed  by  the  Pledge  of  Allegiance 
to  the  Flag  as  Miss  Fackler  had  her 
pupils  do  it,  and  on  his  return  to 
Washington,  D.  C.,  he  introduced  it 
to  the  Sons  and  Daughters  of  the  Rev¬ 
olution  at  one  of  their  conventions. 
Mrs.  Lawton  wrote  to  Miss  Fackler, 
describing  the  first  time  the  Pledge 

was  given  in  Washington. 

All  the  distinguished  men  and  women 
in  the  East  were  there,  and  he  (General 
Breckenridge)  had  the  children  give  the 
Salute,  which  was  beautiful  and  impressive 
and  created  much  praise,  enthusiasm,  and 
applause.  It  was  mentioned  as  coming 
from  the  California  children.  I  thought 
you  would  like  to  know  it,  since  it  is  all 
owing  to  you. 

Thus  the  imagination  and  devotion 
of  one  faithful  school  teacher  led  to 
the  custom  of  pledging  allegiance  to 
the  Flag  on  all  patriotic  occasions. 
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The  original  pledge  of  Allegiance  to  the  Flag  was  writ¬ 
ten  by  Francis  Bellamy.  It  was  used  at  the  dedication  of  the 
Chicago  World’s  Fair,  seventy  years  ago.
